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Breech-Loading Actions. 

I1Y KECAPPBK. 

There is au almost Incredible number of breech actions now 
on the market. Mr. Dougal says that “So long ago as 18fil, I 
saw forty different varieties In one warehouse in Liege; and the 
inventions since then, at home and abroad, may be counted by 
the thousand.” Scarcely any two sportsmen entirely agree as to 
which is the beBt in ail respects. For myself, I confess that 1 
have ever been in favor of the positive actions, as I consider that, 
many, (or, in fact, almost all,) of the seif dosing or snap actions 
are not built upon sound mechanical principles, or with a due 
consideration of their final requirements. True, most of them 
are handy to manipulate, and quick to work, but they are for the 
most part too complicated, and If from accident or other causes 
they become disabled, require a thorough workman to set them 
right. The great and strong point of the muzzle-loader was its 
simplicity, and consequent non-liability to become disabled. 
There were very few weak points about it, and if in any one of 
them it became disabled, it could be easily repaired. But the 
day of the muzzle-loader has passed, and if only on the score of 
safety, none Bhould desire that it may ever again come into favor. 
There are, however, many breech actions in use on breech-load¬ 
ers, that make the gun more unsafe than the muzzle-loader, 
though they are fast being condemned. 

J'he one weak point of most of the breech-loaders has been just 
where strength is most required, at the breech end of the barrels, 
for the reason that barrels and breech did not, as in the muzzle- 
loader, interlock. 

As a positive action, the lockfast action, invented by J. D. 
Dougal. is undoubtedly the strongest action ever made; but, from 
the fact that it is slow in working, it has not been in favor here 
in America, though in the power of Interlocking between barrels 
and breech, it is unsurpassed. 

But as sportsmen have called for something quicker, the wits 
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and inventive genius of the gunmaker6 have beeu taxed to meet 
their requirements. Wcstley Richards invented Mb top snap, and 
it was thought to be perfection, yet it was soon put aside for 
oilier novelties. 

There was an attempt in his action to make barrels and breech 
interlock, but for some reason, the gun did not prove as strong as 
was predicted, and there are now, in all probability, fewer guns 
sent here with his action than any other snap-action made. 
Greener followed suit with his “treble wedge fast,” a modifica¬ 
tion of the Richards’; and, although it la .superior in strength and 
binding power, there is more complication, and the gun is less 
handsome. Purdy introduced his double bolt, but made no at¬ 
tempt at holding barrels and breech together at the extreme end 
of the barrels. Scott came next, and, in addition to the Purdy 
bolt, used various contrivances of extended ribs and other new 
parts to overcome the difficulty; but the old trouble, complica¬ 
tion, again appeared. 

Probably the most popular form of snap-action, and one of the 
best, is that known as the Hall bolt. In this action the lump or 
rear lug is extended backward, and fits under the false breech; 
and the locking bolt slides forward and overtbc lump. Williams 
& Powell uso the same sort of lump, but their holt turns horizon¬ 
tally, and this necessitates the cutting away of too much of the 
body of the false breech, weakening it just at the point where 
strength is most needed. With the Hall lump there can be no 
vertical and no lateral vibration; but there is still nothing to pre¬ 
vent the recoil from forcing barrels and breech apart, and there¬ 
by bringing strain and wear both upon the hinge point on which 
the barrels turn, and also upon the bar of the action %d that 
crosses and fits into the lug or lump. Circle pointing—as it is 
technically called—or fitting the barrels into the action in .such a 
manner as that the lump upon the barrels which forms a segraeut 
of a circle, shall engage with a corresponding segment of a cir¬ 
cle in the body of the action, partly overcomes this tendency to 
give way before the force of the recoil. As it is now the fashion 
—a mistaken and foolish one, I think—to use four and five 
drams of powder for small game, It behooves the sportsman when 


making choice of a breech-loader to consider these points, not 
only with a view to his future safety, but also to avoid future 
vexations, breakages and possible additional expense. 

In considering this question I do not for a moment refer to the 
many cheap shams—miscalled guns—that arc offered for Bale by 
dealers, und I wish it to be understood that I am not trying to 
puff any particular maker. Each of us have our favorite, but it 
is of actions, not makers, that I now speak. Let it also be re¬ 
membered that any maker will build you a gun to Order with any 
action you may prefer. If asked which is the best, he may, and 
no doubt will, recommend his own invention, but it is optional 
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with you to take it or refuse it.. I confess that I have always had 
a doubt as to whether au action that was self-closing could be 
built that would be simple, handy to manipulate, and possessing 
a thorough interlocking of breech and barrels. But my doubts 
have beeu well nigh solved by the introduction of a new and very 
simple action invented by Mr. Henry Tolley, of the firm of .1. & 
W. Tolley, of Birmingham, England. In this action the good 
points of other snap-actions are retained, while it also has fea¬ 
tures not embodied by other actions. It is called the “giant grip,” 
and I think it well deserves the name. It is a top lever gun ; and 
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although the Purdy double bolt is used in connection witli its 
other binding parts, the Purdy bolt could be very well dispensed 
with. 

In the fitting of the lump, the circle point is used. The great 
point, however, is the top lever, which works from left to right, 
and Is so fitted that by engaging into the extended rib and by 
working as a dovetail wedge In a recess in the top of the false 
breech, that the gun is locked together as strong as a muzzle 
loader. Another desirable feature in this action is that the 
spring which makes it a snap-action can be removed, and the gun 


thus at once converted luto a positive action without any re 
duction of the locking power. 

In this new action, the Wcstley Richards' hook ou the under 
side of the extended rib, is retained, which in connection with the 
dovetail wedge-end of the top lever, gives the great binding 
power. This dovetail wedge works in a semi-circular direction, 
and there is no unsightly bolt sticking out at the side of the false 
breech when the gun is opened, as Is tile case with the Greener 
“treble wedge-fast.” 


A Shooting Trip to Iowa. 

Pekin, III., Sept. 10, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The enjoyment of reading so many 
reports of chicken hunts since the present season opened, induces 
me to try and repay, in part, at least, my obligations to theCmcAOO 
Field by giving my own experience of two hunts. 

Having seen glowing accounts of the great number of young 
birds in the vicinity of Des Moines, Iowa, I decided to add “gun 
and dog” to my out-fit for a visit to friends in that beautiful 
city. Arriving on the morning of the 23d ult., I soon found 
acquaintances among hunter friends. S. Lowe with his well 
trained red Irish setter bitch Gipsey and three of the handsomest 
puppies I ever saw of that breed. F. D. Booth with a young 
brown pointer of wonderful quickness of motion and great 
promise of ranging qualities, gave me their experience of several 
hunts just enjoyed. Their representations soon reduced the 
number of birds 1 intended bagging for myself and numerous 
friends in Dee Moines and at home, about 200 per cent., if there 
is any arithmetic for such percentage of reduction. On Friday 
24tli ult., Mr. Booth, Mr. Laugley ami myself took an early train 
to Altoona, thence by team four miles northeast and spent the 
whole day in limiting as fine stubbles as I ever saw—wheat, rye, 
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barley and oats, with growing buckwheat, wild grass, corn and 
running water convenient and frequent. Three wide ranging 
dogs assisted our exploration of tills seeming paradise for prairie 
chickens, never flagging in their quartcrings till we called them 
in at dusk to make the returning train to Des Moines. And our 
bag was, five birds. Nine in all were seen. 1 again reduced the 
number I intended bagging by “a large majority." Three days 
after, on the 28th ult., Mr. Bliat took me and my dog (his own 
being disabled by a rattlesnake bite) about four miles 
northeast of the city where we soon raised a covey 
and succeeded in bagging three; then gave up the hunt on account 
of an approaching storm, reaching home within three hours from 
starting out. I now changed my mind about shooting a very 
large number of birds in Iowa, this year. Soon getting home to 
Illinois, I said very little about rny slaughter of chickens in Iowa. 
In fact like “Old Hip" concluded “not to count” that hunt. Un¬ 
successful us my hunting was I enjoyed my visit greatly, and beg 
to tender my warmest thunks to 8. Lowe. F. D. Booth, Messrs. 
Langley, Bliat, Ingersoll and other hunter acquaintances made 
there, whose names 1 can’t recall, for curtesies and attentions 
which made my stay in their city pleasant as it could be, without 
good bags of chickens! Soon forgetting my disappointment 
about the Iowa hunts I found myself at Farmer City, 111., on the 
3rd inst. Going out rather late in the morning I bagged eight 
handsome birds by time the sun got two hot to hunt stubbie. Re¬ 
turning to town before noon I met there by appointment two 
“companions in arms” bound for Thawville, Ford couuty, III I 
joined them and hunted that evening und next morning arrived 
in Thawville, bagging only fifteen birds. Thi6 was too slow and 
we took the traiu back to Farmer City, hunting there a little that 
evening and next morning, increasing our bag to forty-two in all, 
arriving home that afternoon. 

We hud too much riding and too much hunting for the number 
of birds we got, and yet ours was the beBt bag I have heard of 
here this season. Cldckcus are certainly very scarce in the lo¬ 
calities where wc hunted, but quails are unusually plenty.

tity you must suit the constitution aud the temperament of tbe horse, 
the point being to have biiu never jaded or worn, yet not rank aud too 
exuberant in spirits, but always feeliug well and willing. A sluggish 
boras will often be too dull without work enough to gel him Into con- 
dUion to do liis best, hut he must be seut along all the same. Another 
will be excitable and eager, even under work that is reducing his 
strength, and should have It lessened. Again, some horses have legs 
aud Teel that would be endaugerod by the quantity of work that would 
be otherwise best for them, yet they must he prepared somehow. 
Training is a science, aud its rules are not to be summed up lu a few 
lines. I know but little of It, and that little has beeu picked up rather 
by observation and a faculty for asking questions, and perhaps some 
discretion as to how much to believe or tne answers received from a 
class of men who. us a rule, love to lie belter than to tell the truth “by 
a largo majority,‘ though I am glad to have niet aonieaulte the reverse, 
aud be it said loo that the latter were far the more intelligent and suc¬ 
cessful in their art. Your correspondent could have called upou others 
far better posted iu the practical art of traluiug than I, my experience 
huviug beeu mainly confined to driving ou the road, and to watching 
tbe gradual development of a limited number of horses over which I 
had special reasons for keeping an eye while In the bauds of public 
trainers, though I have also seen much transient work given to Domes 
moving about the country. 

It is ten to one that your correspondent while learning will do bettor 
work aud make more progress with bis five-year-old luau many so- 
called trainers would accomplish for him. A good horse frequently 
wins a race in the bands of some blockhead of a groom, aud at ouce 
that groom becomes a full Hedged horse traluer. It takes less brains 
to l>e a traluer In name than for almost auy occupation, it requires not 
only plenty of braius. but, good active use of them, to make a skillful 
and successful trainer. It needs a good hand aud bead to drive well, 
but this comes with practice. If the novice hus any knack. I think 
bandages are over used, like clothing, but there Is a wide and tadical 
difference of opinion about them. Some truluom put them on ouly 
wheu the home shows a disposition to slock; others put them on to 
“rest the cords'* for a time after the horse comes in. and then take them 
off. Others do not put them on until the hprse has beeu In for some 
time, “because they come In with cleau lees aud do not need them 
until they begin to fill." 1 have asked many trainers why they need 
bandages, aud have received a variety of queer answers. One told me 
It was to keep the Air frout filling up tbe wind galls while the pores 
were opeu. Tbe last was at Buffalo last Summer. Hie reply, after 
some deliberation was. “Because everybody does it.” There is doubt¬ 
less a reason for so prevalent a custom, and a principle upon which It 
should be practiced, but 1 have uever yet discovered it farther than that 
they serve for a wrap by means of which water or liniment cau con¬ 
veniently bo applied to sore cords, or during work to brace a suspici¬ 
ous tendon. Still it is a common custom to put dry ones on loosely for 
a short time after hand-rubbing tbe legs after work. Good bright ryo 
straw, changed often enough to be cleanly, and enough of it to keep 
the horse's feet off the unyielding plauk^js the best for him to slaud on. 
Clay is good in theory, and the earth for the feet is beneficial, but I 
never saw a stall long in use. with an earth fioor, that was not foul and 
unclean, unless supplied with far more straw than a plauk lloor re¬ 
quires. Oil meal etutttug is commonly used for the feet. 

Many practical trainers have a vast fund of knowledge that would be 
of great luterest to amateurs, but noue of them have showu u happy 
faculty for imparting it to the public. In several instances attempts have 
been made to place It iu print, and with some success - In the case of 
Hiram Woodruff’s book, edited by a skillful writer and Amateur horse¬ 
man—but ibere has been a geueral teudency to launch off into yarn

Training Trotters. 

Hark Comstock, in reply to a correspondent of the Country Gentle¬ 
man. who wants to know how to handle a young trotter, says: “beyeral 

books have been written on that subject, yet nothing can be written 

fully covering the case. No definite amount of work can be assigned, 
because horses differ; some requiring more, others less. The same 
with feeding. As to grooming, only sufficient ia required to keep the 

coat and skin clean, but rubbing for the purpose of drying a warm 

horse and hand-rubbing the legs Is aD additional matter. In harsh nib- 
biug great, cruelty and anuoyance to the horse is often practiced. The 
skin is made sore with constant chafing until the horse dreads ihe ap¬ 
proach of the groom, l am satisfied there is no use lu It. When a horse 
dries so slowly that long rubbing is required to “cool him put let him 
alone for awhile after a moderate rubbing aud wait until he begins to 
dry off himself, but not long enough for him to chill with the evapora¬ 
tion, before finishing him off. Do not accustom a horse to too much 
clotbiug-it is debilitating, especially in warm weal her- use sheets 
rather tbau blankets. Do not speed too often, nor too far at a time to 
begin with—say a quarter to half a mile, aud then don't try to get the 
laet particle the animal can show, but rather to get what is done with a 
true even stroke. With most five-year-olds, at this season of tbe year, 
a half mile of this kind, and a repeat the same distance after an inter¬ 
vening Jog of a few minutes, twice a week, gradually lengthening the 
repeat 10 a mile, as the aulinal becomes seasoned.will he found enough 
fast work. Tbe Intervening'work should be jogging, mainly on the 
road interspersed with some work at half Bpeed ou the track unless tbe 
roads are unusually favorable, and this should be given at a good rat¬ 
ing gait. If it le given lo the morning a short walk iu the evening 
will bo beneficial. Later on you may call for more extreme efforts in 
tbe faet work, if the animal has acquired a well-balanced, steady gait, 
and In these dashes frequeut pleasurable surprises will reward a suc¬ 
cessful effort. Experiment will determine how high to check each 
horse. Tbe harness and sulky described will do very well. 

The nuaullty or slow work—jogging aud rating—is even more aim-

£?itis which is a disease in which there is blood poisoning, resulting 
from local causes such as bad atmosphere, vitiated by poisonous gases 
that arise from stagnant water, cesspools, accumulations of effete am- 
mal mutter, excrement, over crowded, ill ventilated stables, etc., aud 
these causes are more prolific among hard-worked horses. In the above 
instance it is probably due to miasmatic matter arising from low, wet 
around or swamps in which the water baa become stagnant by long 
standing, and no fresh supply, and owiug, probably, to tbe hoi weather 
it has fermented and decomposed more than usual, giving off a corre¬ 
sponding increased amount of miasmatic matter which has generated 
bacteria In tbe blood of the. aniiuuls housed iu its vicinity, aud consti¬ 
tutes a fatal blood poison. It takes ditfereuf phases iu different cases, 
sometimes attacking the hraiu, apiunl cord and their coverings more 
than others, but iu ul! there is the dullness, coustlpaliou. cold surface, 
uariiai paralysis, both of the circulatory aud muscular systems: usual y 
the pulse is not accelerated except in the explosive cases, bill is weak¬ 
ened. owing to nervous debility, particularly of the sympathetic or gan¬ 
glionic system; there is uot always loss of appetite, but generally au 
inability to swallow. The careeniug spoken of in the above cases was 
due to effusion into Ihe veutrlcles of the brain. The whole chain of 
symptoms seems to originate from some poison taken into the **yslem 
which dlrec.tlv affects the uervesaud indirectly the whole system. The 
cold surface, for instance, indicates sluggish capillary circulation from 
vaso motor paresis, and inability to co-ordinate movement*, blindness, 
deafness, etc. The usual termination is death in from four to six or 
ten davs: but iu the explosive type they often die iu five or six hours. 
The period of iucubutiou ranges from two to four weeks, rreatmenl.—lt 
in unwholesome stables, remove to better ones: If on low marshy laud 
remove to hills that are high aud dry; pure air is imperative. A pow¬ 
erful purgative, say for au ordinary sized horse. one 

quart of raw linseed oil, one ounce of Barbadoee aloes 

iu solution, and five drops of croton oil; mix and give 
as one dose, put the animal iu sliugs if there are auy 
symptoms of brain afiectlouB or inability to stand: draw off the urine 
with a catheter if necessary; apply hot rugs to the back—blankets dipped 
in boiling water, wrung and folded about one fool wide and applied to 
the whole length of tbe back; apply Ice poultices to the head; if there 
is ability to swallow give fluid extract of belladonna in half ounce 
doses every four hours, und aromatic spirits of ammonia |half ounce in 
two ounces of water three times a day; nutritious, easily digested food, 
aud Injections of soap aud water.

. Field Trials. 

Edina Mo., Sept. 14, 1877. 

Editoh Chicago Fiei.d: —The Hampton Field Trials are over. 
The writer attended one trial and has heard of tills last. Not un¬ 
derstanding the rules, it is said, has decided the fate of a good 
dog to his detriment and made the name of an Inferior animal, to 
stand on the roles of fame as wearer of a crown stamped first 
prize In its class. Timo does, or should Improve us, and at last 
we are expected to become perfect in our knowledge of any occu¬ 
pation we are engaged in, and if we intend to be participants in 
field trials we want to know absolutely what we lire expected to 
have our dogs do, and how, and by whom the dogs actions, are to 
bo decided. 

I have listened very attentively to those who have attended at 
Hampton, and if, as 1 linvo reason to believe the statements 
are correct, I can not 6ce liow a field trial can very long he con¬ 
sidered a safe place for one to risk the reputation of his dogs. 
In the (list place 1 will strive In a simple, short way to portray a 
dog on his trial. He is let loose in the Held, ranges his ground 
splendidly, and soon winds Ids Wide; as he comes upon them lie 
turns, lialf-bent perhaps, and stands as staunch us a rock. 

The judges are close behind the dog and his worker. The dog 
still holds his birds, and the admiring crowd of sportBinen to the 
rear imagine him a winner; but the birds rise, the dog relaxes 
Ids muscles and takes hie accustomed, and yet has a disappointed, 
appearance. The judges ask was it a point! 1 ask, do tliey know, 
or should they not know as judges, whether it was a 
point or not, uud if the dog was not in sight of the 
judges, have they u right to ask the worker of the dog 
whether he flushed bis bird or no! If so wbat chance has a man, 
the owner of the dog to win, If the trainer perchance is dishonest, 
as some have good reasons to believe are, and have bceu, for a 
bribe. On an other view suppose the owner is handling his own 


dogs under similar circumstances and the birdswise from no fault 
of the dog, aud the judges leave it to the owuer who is close ou 
Ids dog, if he made u flush! Suppose the dog did Hush his birds, 
could lie tlie owner not say lie did not! The position of judge at 
a field trial is a thankless one at best, but I can not see what the 
handler of the dog lias to say whether he made a point 
or no, and I claim he has not. Besides iu ranging 
Ills ground to Hud the game, the worker of the dog 
ia often annoyed by being advised—almost demanded 
—to move to any portion of the Held, when the fact is, it Is one 
of the greatest gifts that experience gives to an old hunter, to 
know where beet to find game, especially when on a Held trial, 
the best place to have liis dog find it, so as not to accidentally 
Hush it, and lose the race. 

I might go on and state many moves that eould be made to im¬ 
prove and make more satisfactory field trials, but older heads 
have their ideas, which they will undoubtedly give, and only to 
have the best dog win have I said or do I say anything. If the 
best dog can not lie allowed to win, and field trials arc to be¬ 
come mere hippodrome allairs, then the first prize dog will 
soon fall behind, and no one will he said to have offered live hun¬ 
dred for him. Adieu. A. C. Waddell.

Snstoerg to Correspondents. 

KENNEL. 

P. A., Lexington.— I have a litter of foxhounds that are alllicled In a 
strange way; they each have several lumps the size of the eud of your 
finger of malted hair and thickened akin. These seem to Itch, and if 
scratched off, the flesh below appears raw and sore. The pups scratch 
a great deal and appear uneasy, frequently changing their positions. 
Can you t«ll me what to do for them? Ana.— 1 The trouble is most prob¬ 
ably due to fleas or lice, as they will produce such lumps as you speak 
of. Wash the pups well with a strong suds of carbolic snap and tepid 
water, aud wheu dry, dust the hair thoroughly with Persian insect 
powder. Two or three applications at intervals of as many days 
should rid the dogs of these pests. Tbe bair must, be turned back so 
that tbe powder will reach the skin. 

L. C., Jordan.—I have a pup four months old. which 1 think has the 
mange, as her head and neck aru covered with sores. Can you tell me 
what to do for her? Ans.—You do not say what the sores are like. If 
they appear in the form of email pituples containing water or matter 
the trouble is probably surfeit for which the remedy is a small feed of 
boiled liver to op&u the bowels, followed by complete cbuuge in diet 
ami careful absteuence from all bearing or greasy food. Give bread 
aud milk with an occasional meal of potatoes and other vegetables. If 
the pup refuses to eat, starve her to it. A fast of u day or two will do 
more good than harm. Ills not probable the disease Is true mange, 
unless iuherited or resulting from exposure among other dogs. Pups 
frequently exhibit various disorders which are mistakeu for nmDge. 

E. C. 9., Boston Highlands. —I have a pup nine months old that has 
the mange very badly. 1 have tried several remedies, but cannot, cure 
him and fear it is in the blood, as bis mother had it severely before the 
pups were born, and all of her litter have showu it. She has had three 
litters and all have been more or less affected. Is there any cure for a 
case of this kind aud if so what is it? Ans.-Inherited diseases are 
generally very difficult to cure, as the blood is tainted aud tbe system 
jredisposed to the special weakness. We have kuowu several*cases 
ike yours that, have resisted all treatment. Applications of small quan¬ 
tities of oiutment composed of one part green iodide of mercury to 
sixteen of lard, should be made to tbe raw places aud well rubbed iu 
so that the dog cannot remove it by licking. At the same time give 
Fowler’s solution of arsenic, three times a day. beginning with 
three drop doses, and increasing a drop daily till tbe eyes begin to look 
red and the dog refuses to eat. Dlscoutioue for three or four days 
then repeat. It will lake some time to effect a cure if it can be done 
at all. 

J. I.. Monroe.— I have a setter past two years old that for Ihe lust year 
has been out of condition. He will not eat us be should ; In fact, will 
eat nothing hut meAt. and uot much of that. He is thin iu flesh, and 
bis coat is rough and dead. I have treated him for worms, and physicked 
and vomited nlm, besides giving tonics, but he does uot. Improve, lie 
bos never been confined to a kennel, but bus bud the run of house and 
yard. Can you give me any advice as to treatment? Ans.—Your dog’s 
condition may be due to worms, to prostration of the system from some 
unknown cause, nr to the results of your bad doctoring. VomiUog 
should never be iuduced iu a dog suffering as yours suffers; its effect 
is to reduce the strength, aud impair the tone of the system. You do 
not say what remedies you have used for worms. If convinced from 
symptoms you do not give that his trouble is due to these parasitep give 
half a roughly grated ureca nut. upon an empty stomach, and follow iu 
six hours with castor oi.. Repeat this twice at intervals of two days. 
If the trouble arises from prostration a long continued course of tonics 
ia needed. Give three timesaduy a tablespoonful of extract of beef.irou 
and wine, which you can get at any drug store. Feed twice a day upon 
strong nourishing food. Continue for two or three mouths, or till the 
dog's health is restored. 

VETERINARY. 

J. S., Columbus, Ohio.—Will you please tell me through your valua 
ble paper, what is good for a borne with an itchy skin? My mare has 
such au Itching of the skin that she makes herself aorc by biting it. 
Aus. We thluk it is tbe result of long continued high feeding, and ia 
an approach to surfeit and would probably run Into it if remedial meas 
ure* were not taken. This itching ofteu exists without any eruption 
of any kind, la constitutional ana must be treated through the blood. 
Prepare the mare by feeding one day on bran mashes, and give a pur¬ 
gative of six drachms of borbadoes aloes. After a Tew days sponge her 
over with a lotion composed of sulphuric acid half an ounce and water 
one quart. If no erupLSon results from the application, repeal it ouce a 
day. but if it does, use it occasionally. 

T. P., Peoria. III.—While running with the mare In the hay field a 
few days ago. the foal ran agalm-t the pole of the wagon and made a 
very bad wound on the shoulder down near the point; it is about two 
inches in diameter and one inch deep; U runs «oine frothy matter and 
don’t seem to be healing at all. and the flies bother it a good deal. Will 
you tell me what to do to heal it up? Ans. Sop it ont clean three or 
four times a day with a clean, damp sponge, and bathe it each time 
with the following lotion: take of sugnr of lead one ounce, sulphate of 
zinc six drachms and water one pint, mix and apply with the hand. 
l)o not interfere with the granulation* till they get up even with the 
the surface of the Mkin. then keep them from springing up above that, 
by applying powdered burnt nlum, occasionally.

My way of hunting is a little different 
from most others; I ride, working the dog from the wagon, and 
when he comes to a point, drive near to him, then get out, go 
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. the dog, do my shooting, recover my blrdB and get into the 
w «von and on again, thus saving my self much fatigue, the ne- 
LSlty’ of which, all who personally know me, will acknowledge. 
The weather wus extremely hot and dry, no rain for some seven 
weeks and the prairie was os dry os a powder-house, making It 
almost impossible for the dogs to follow the scent, and they could 
work only a little while at a time, at best, then we would give 
them water, bathe the head and nose, and hi them on again. But 
few chickens could be found till near sundown, when the excessive 
heat passed off; the dogs felt fresher, and the scent lay better; 
then we had lively sport till too dark to see. After our llrst day’s 
experience, while the dry, hot weather lasted, we did not attempt 
shooting any day, till 5 c. m., from that till dark; the results 
would be from twelve to sixteen birds to each gun, fair enough 
under the circumstances. Upon inquiry of farmers and others, 1 
learned that resident shooters had been slaughtering the birds for 
some three weeks previous to the expiration of the law; in fact I 
the law seems to hardly have been observed here, anil has an¬ 
swered but one purpose, and that is to allow a large proportion of 
the birds to be killed off before the sportsman who waits the legal 
time, comes on the Held. On the Sfith, quite a heavy rain pre¬ 
vailed, and ufter that we had line shooting, and the dogs worked 
with e'lfse, and to perfection. Right here I can’t help hut. relate, 
a mishap which befel me, aud luckily I came out with whole 
bones. One day while hunting on Blooming prairie, I was work¬ 
ing the dog as usual from the wagon, and my friend Geo. W., wus 
driving, WC noticed the dog trailing cautiously to our right. I re¬ 
marked that we might run Into the covey before the dog came up 
with them and to a point, and we had beststop. No, 6ays Geo., If 
wc flush them, knock a couple over from the wagon; I want to 
see how the horse will act; if he goes ahead I can hold him, better 
than I can control his infernal backing. To explain, we were 
well aware that the horse was afraid of the gun when tired close 
In front of him, and would hack faster than we could make him 
go ahead with the whip, aud we had been cautious to keep him a 
proper distance from the tiring point Weil being a little tired I 
stuck to the wagon, aud we went slowly a short distance, when 
sure enough we Hushed the covey. I caiseil my gun and knocked 
one over, and In an instant I felt my heels elevate, 
and I turned a complete summerset, stopping with a 
heavy thud. I saw my mistake as soon as I struck the ground; 
rolled over a couple times, looked around, and 6aw George with 
his hat off, braced back, hanging on for dear life, and yelling 
"Whoa! Whoa!” And the old horse, describing a circle on the 
prairie, with a speed equal to a quarter horse. At last he came 
to a stand, and I got up to take an account of damages, which 
consisted of a sprained wrist, slightly lame back, and my shoot¬ 
ing iron rammed into the ground about five inches, with the bar¬ 
rels full of dirt; otherwise no harm was done. George had a good 
many hilarious (its over our adveuture, aud is laughing yet when 
he thinks of it, till he has to hold his sides. As for me, I can’t 
sec any thing so very funny about it; auy way, I ain certain I’ll 
never try the same experiment again. We enjoyed excellent 
shooting every day after rain came, bagging a sufficiency of birds 
to satisfy any man, except one only satisBcd with absolute slaugh¬ 
ter. This is the eighth consecutive season that I have visited this 
vicinity to shoot; and each season I have been most anxious to 
go to Rice Lake, in Freeborn county, a place most famous for 
ducks, and late in the season for geese also. But each season I 
wsb disappointed; every one pretending to kuow, said it was too 
wet, and the lake could not be reached because it was surrounded 
by a soft marsh, some places two miles across. This season be¬ 
ing so dry, I wus determined to make an effort to reach the lake, 
and was repaid doubly by success. The law ou ducks expires in 
this State on Sept. 1st. The last day of August we made up a 
party, consisting of Ingmundson, Wechselberg, Merrick, and my¬ 
self. Two one-horse wagons, a light boat, just big enough to 
hold two, a tent, a box of ice to keep our fluids cool, and 24 
hours’rations completed our outfit; and off we started in fine 
spirits. We reached the marsh about 5 p. m,, finding it dry 
enough to bear the horses; yet It seemed as though the horses 
would go down at any moment. Thus we made our way across 
the marsh near two miles to the Turtle river, which Is the outlet 
to the lake. At this point we were one mile from the lake, but we 
stopped here, us the river was clear of obstructions from there up, 
but full of boulders and shallows below. Ingmundson took 
something, and christened the place Camp Williams. Wo set up 
our tent and got a supply of wood from an island not far off, 
built a fire, and prepared supper, and while we enjoyed it we 
witnessed a most glorious sunset. The night proved beautiful 
and clear; we sat by the camp fire till quite late, trading hunting 
yarns, and also discussed fish a little. At last the subject of dif¬ 
ferent animals being fond of fish came up, and I remarked that I 
had read somewhere, as a fact, that the panther had been known 
to lay quietly on a log over the water, with his tail therein, till 
he got a bite, then, with a jerk, land the fish, to enjoy it at leis¬ 
ure. Ingmundson said he believed that, and also that the bear 
used to catch fish the same way. I said that was Im¬ 
possible, as the bear lacked the requisite tail. Oh yes, 
said Mr. I, but the bear had a long tail at that time, and I’ll tell 
you the story—a story which I believe, and so does every other 
true Norwegian, Many hundred years ago, a bear met a fox 
with a nice string of fish (in the Winter time) and said he to the 
fox, "How did you get those fish!” “Oh, easy enough” said the fox, 
“Just come with me and I'll show you how to get some too.” So 
he took the bear out pn the ice, and the two, by turns, managed 
to lick a small hale through the ice. “Now," says the fox to the 
bear, “Put your tail through that hole as far as you can, and sit 
still, and I’ll watch—when you get a bite, I’ll say jerk! and you 
do It with a will.” The fox marched about the bear tokeep warm, 
aud all the time seemed to obsorve closely the ice about the hole. 
At last the fox observed that the ice had become solid about the 
bears's tall, andhecried “Jerk!” And the bear did jerk—his tail 
off. Ever since that time the bear has carried a stump tail. Wc 
turned In and the last I heard the two county officials wore dis¬ 
cussing wayB and means to swindle us poor tax payers, and I 
drifted off Into visions of rare sport amongst the mallards. At 
daybreak we were up, and got breakfast. Ingmunsou and myself 
took the boat and started for the lake, leaving the balance of the 
party to skirmish about In the marsh and the river and get what 
they could. Ab we made our way up the river the sun came up clear 
and bright, promising an extra hot day—which was amply veri¬ 
fied. In a short time we came out on the lake, and pushed right 
into a strong heavy growth of wild rice; the rice and lake covers an 
area of about 2,000 acres, and not more than one-fourth is open 
water. '.Immediately on getting Into the rice sport began; mal¬ 
lards were continually getting up on all sides, with now unit then 
a wood dqck and a few teals. I kept shooting as fast as I dare, 
and kept the gun barrels from getting too hot to handle. 8uch 
rare and exciting sport 1 have not enjoyed for many a day. Truly, 
Rice Lake is a famous place for ducks, and will be for a good 
many years to come, on account of the difficulty sportsmen will 
hsve to reach It, which can only be done In a dry season. In about 
an hour and a half's shooting, I bagged fifty-four ducks, all fine, 
fat mallards, except tyro wood ducks, and two brace of teals. I was 
amply satisfied, and begged Ingmunson to let me take the paddle, 
and he shoot. No he would not; he had enjoyed himself quite as 
well as though shooting. So wc concluded wo had ducks enough 
for our use and to give away to friends—further it was so hot 
that we must start back early In order to keep our game fresh. 


othenvlse our fuu would become wasteful and wanton sport. So 
we headed for camp and found that/ WSHhdelberg had bagged a 
goodly imnqifirffr dueks along ttffi^iver in our absence. We had 
a hearty dinner, st?iqlAjcnt,'puflthe ducks with a good sized cake 
of ice (our last) In a woolen blanket, loaded up the wagons, and 
started for Austin, which wc reualiedull right about S !'• m. —time 
enough to treat our friends to ducks and have a plenty left for 
our own use, which wc enjoyed in a delicious roast. I inteud 
having a couple of days more sport with the chickens, ami then I 
am off for home; thus will end my chicken shduting for this sea¬ 
son.

Targeting. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., Sept. 14, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I lmve been very much gratified in 
reading the various accounts that have appeared iu the Chicago 
Field oil “targeting." My experience is, there is more gratifi¬ 
cation and more to be learned by It, than thousands of sports¬ 
men ever thought of. Having hueil engaged iu targeting more 
or less for the past seven years, it may be of Interest to some, of 
the readers of the Chicago Field to read some of my experience, 
if you think it worth the space. The most thorough targeting I 
ever madtswas iu 1875, to determine for my own satisfaction the 
best weight and gauge guu for all purposes, ali things consid¬ 
ered. It will take too much time aud spuee to give, at this time, 
an account of the trials made with heavy and light guns, with 
different charges, fine and coarse powder, shot, wads, and different 
ways of loading. It will suffice iu this letter to state I decided ouan 
8 lb. 12 gauge guu—I have had such a gun made to use paper and 
brass shells, the latter for duck shooting. It was, and is now my 
intention of testing this gun with different shells, and charges of 
powder aod different sizes of shot at various distances to see 
which gives the best results. 

As yet I have not had the opportunity of making but one trial 
of 8fi shots, made with three different shells, 13 St. Louis 
paper, 12 Bridgeport paper and 13 brass shells; fourof each loaded 
with 3, Hi ami Hi drachms Lafilu A Rand’s powder, and all with 1 i 
ounces by weight, or 368 pellets to the charge, counted, of No. 7 
Chicago shot. Distance 40 yards to muzzle of gun, target u cir¬ 
cle HO Indies iu diameter, a bull's eye centre, 14 Inch citric, pene¬ 
tration pads inches by 1 14, HO sheets to pad, made of heavy hard¬ 
ware paper, HO sheets large enough laid on each other making 34 
pads. By tliis trial I have proved for inyself conclusively, that 
paper pads are not to he relied on for testing penetration, the 
paper being affected so much by thte atmosphere. The gun was 
shot resting across a bag filled with straw. The following is the 
result: 
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I cannot account for the poor shots, unless the wad got turned 
edgeways in the barrel; the siiot was evenly distributed on the 
target. All the shells were loaded precisely the same os near as 
I could load them, with one black and one pink edge wad over 
powder, and one black edge wad over shot. I have no comment 
to make on the relative merits of cither shell, the figures stand 
for themselves. I could see no difference In the recoil of the 
paper shells. I think the recoil of the brass shell was little tile 
more, hut not unpleasant. I think the reliability of the Bridge¬ 
port paper shell is worthy of mention, having used a large num¬ 
ber in the past three years without having one misfire. I can’t 
say as much for any other paper shell I ever used. The p*«aitra- 
tion pads used in this trial were made in 1875, they being tept, iji 
a warm place where they were not affected by the atmosphere. 
About two weeks before this trial I tried three kinds of powder; 
the penetration pads were made of the same paper, taken from 
the same bundle, and kept in the same place; but while they were 
being made were subjected to a damp atmosphere for two or tlirce 
days, but showed no appearance of it. 

With the brass shells, same charge as used in the six last shots 
of the above trial, an average penetration of three shots through 
24 sheets was made. In regurd to powder and shot I am fully 
decided by trials made In private and public I lmve never seen the 
Laflin & Rand powder beaten. For all purposes I use their No. 


2 ducking. I can say the same of the Chicago shot. It is 
good enough for me. The English chilled shot may make better 
penetration at a paper target, but I do not believe it will kill 
game further in the field. George Hayden*. 

Mo More and Knows Nothing. 

Chicago, Sept. 14, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Last week I skipped out of town 
for a day’s shooting. 1 hail heard casually, that along the line 
of the Chicago and Pacific there were chickens to be found In 
larger numbers and closer to town than elsewhere. Ever ready 
to explore new territory in behalf of the fraternity, I set about to 
find a dog to accompany me. For sundry reasons I was unable 
to obtain anything better than a ten-mouths old pup, unbroken; 
but, us I was more beut on spying out the land than on making a 
big bag, I concluded that nose was the chief point, aud that pace, 
style and breaking would live to shoot another day. But, alas, 
there wus no nose! No one knows the agony of mind that nose¬ 
less cross between a Gordon ami a red Irish setter entailed upon 
me. When lie trotted clean over a sioglc cock early in the morn¬ 
ing, before the sun was up, I thought it was an accident that 
might happen with the best regulated noses, and said never a 
word. For two mortal hours that dog trotted about in front of 
me, occasionally chasing a butterfly some thirty or forty yards. 
About this time I came upon a very likely field from which clover 
had beeu for some time cut, and on which was a thick aftergrowth. 
Down in a swale, about seventy yards from the fence, was some 
long prairie grass running down to a cornfield on the right. 
“There ought to be birds there,” thought I, and just then the 

dog cantered slowly after a lark into this patch of grass, ami put 

up a covey at least fifty yards from me. I fired both barrels, 
missing clean with the pines, but grassing a 

bird witli tile sixes iu the left barrel. The beast 

of a dog chased whilst I tried to extract the cartridge from my 
right barrel, and viewed three more birds get up. By the time 1 
hud recalled the dog, spanked him, obtained a straight stick, and 
jammed out the tight shell, five minutes had expired. 1 then 
loaded up aud wont to retrieve my bird. Where I had marked 
him fall u few feathers lay in the long grass, but of these the dog 
took no notice, absolutely none, and made no endeavor to follow 
any trail that had been left, by the running bird. 1 did not curse, 
hut quartered about in the vain hope of finding my game, hut 
as my nose was no better than the dog’s I failed. Yet I did not 
give up all hope in dlie scenting powers of the cross-breed. 1 
thought it likely that more birds might he in the Held—it was 
just such an one in which they delight to spend the morning 
hours—and quartered it along quietly. In trying to make the 
dog range lie ran straight out Irom me about forty yards, and put 
up a bird which 1 brought down, aud my shot put up four others 
beyond the dog, which I missed with my left. 1 was convinced 
that there was no nose ill the dog by his taking absolutely no no- 
ike of the dead bird. 

Woi king toward my breakfast I put up and bagged a brace 
right and left, aud there ended my shooting except a brace of 
Wilson snipes that l got out of a slough almost dry, the only 
piece of swamp in the neighborhood. 

After breakfast at the hotel, bread and milk with some butter 
and cold meat, for which I was charged only fifty cents , l wended 
my way across country to the farm of Cy Couant, whose reputa¬ 
tion as a crack shot was high ill the neighborhood. At C’ouaut’s 
I found two gentlemen stopping for a little shoot, Mr. Kitchcl, 
of Coldwater, Mich., and Jerome Gilbert, of Elgin, III. Intro¬ 
ducing myself as knowing something of the Chicago Field, I 
was soon on the best of terms with three really good fellows. 
Wc wur all soon deep in the mysteries of dog and gun talk, and 
I was introduced to Kitchel's Laverack setter dog and to 
Coiinnt's two pointers. Old Frauk, • the dog, is a really good 
specimen of a dark liver colored pointer and has no worse a tail 
than many a crack's, and a better one than Sensation; but the 
hitch, though very finely shaped about the head and body, shows 
in her tail that the pure stream of her ancestral blood was pol¬ 
luted by some shaggy tailed stranger, for it had not the sting 
point by any means, and indicated a curl. Yet she was a fine 
ranger, close worker, fast, and fairly broken, with a nose the 
strength of which would have set up any high bred dory 
for life. Frank was getting old and did not range 
so freely as a younger dog would have done; hut 
he was a fine, powerful animal and in shape reminded 
me much of the pictures of Waddell’s old Phil 
about your office. There were two very handsome six months 
old pups on the chains who had all the good qualities of both 
sire and dam and both had been sold to tiiu visitors prior to my 
arrival, at good figures, aud had “the noseless” been mine, 1 
would have swapped him for a tenth share in either of the others, 
though Ids owner valued him at $75. Conant suys lie can’t shoot 
—"its kind of Instinctive with me” said lie, “I just up with the 
guu and lilaze away. I don’t know whether I shoot behind 
’em or before, ubove or below, hut just let rip,” and he let rip to 
some considerable purpose. Tiventy-fuur out of twenty-five was 
his score at a pigeon shoot the other day, which waB “lettiug rip” 
to some purpose. Conant is a good fellow and is always pleased 
to sec a true sportsman out his way, aud ready to give him a 
hearty welcome to a good, a really good home meal with butter, 
bread, tea aud cake fqr above the ordinary standard, amongst 
other comestibles. 

Now 1 will not say where Conant lives justbecauseldon’t want 
to repay his hospitality by sending u swann of city pothunters out 
to spoil Ids sport which, however, he Is ready to share with a 
brother sportsman. If any such wants to call ou him and have a 
good day’s sport, lie can do so by writing to me under cover to 
you, and I will direct liiifi. There are chickens to be got there, and 
the going, returning, and putting up at the hotels lint very costly.

That Method of Loading. —Hiawatha, Ks., Sept. 2, 1877.— 
Editor t'iocnrjo Field :—In answer to Mr. Adams' query, which 
appeared in your issue of Sept. 1st I give my way of loading 
choke bore. For duck shooting, etc., I load with one large 
wad (nearly 4 Inch thick soft felt) over powder, and one about 4 
inch thick clastic wad over shot. For quail, etc., same wad (un¬ 
less very close shooting, when I use thinner,) over powder and 
one thin stiff cardboard wad over shot. If Mr. Adama will try 
this latter way on a target he will find it will reduce pattern to 
about one-hall. Chill Soot.

A Successful Hunt. —Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 12 .—Editor 
Chicago Field :—I reside In Galveston, Texas, and have a few days 
Binee returned from one of the most successful hunts I believe 
ever accomplished in America. Our company consisted of Capt. 
E. E. Stubbs, myself and S. J. Anderson of Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, and Indian chiefs of tile Comanche, Chyennc, Wttchataw 
and Osage tribes. Mr. Stubbs has been amongst the different 
tribes of Indians until he can understand and talk their language 
successfully. Our hunting grounds were selected on the plains 
of Western Indian Territory and Northwestern Texas, where 
buffaloes, deer, antelopes arid wild turkeys abound in vast numbers 
and prairie chickens are innumerable. We camped exclusively. 
Our conveyance was two first-class mule teams. Our four Indian 
chiefs were wise men, they were jolly, full of fun and always in 
good humor, and knew the roads and where to find the different 
kinds of game to the dot. We were on the hunting grounds four 
weeks and two days and killed during that time 58 buffaloes, 34 
deer and 29 antelopes; of the number Capt. E. E. Stubbs killed 
lj 9 buffaloes, 17 deer and 18 antelopes. The Indians took with 
them two ponies each for our benefit to use iu bunting. As to 
chickens and turkeys, it is not worth while taking them into 
account, as we only killed what we wished to eat. On our return, 
we had all one team could draw with pelts, which the Indians 
took charge of to tan, promising to divide with us. In con¬ 
clusion I would say that Capt. E. E. Stubbs is one of the most 
accomplished and successful hunters In America, and as a shot I 
believe him to be the finest in the world at a flying or running 
object.

Several of 
us went early last week getting bags from thirty to sixty on one 
tide. We have bad It stormy and rainy for several days, high 
winds from cast giving good tides and blowing down the wild oats 
and dock stocks, so that our tiny boats can run over the marshes 
and give pretty sport and quick work at them ou tlie wing. 
Moore and Croxton were out yesterday ofternoou, bagging re¬ 
spectively, seventy-three and seventy-eight. The birds are grow¬ 
ing fat rapidly since the oats have fallen, and will afford delicious 
dishes as well as pleasure to the sportsman for several weeks or 
until frost conies. 1 read with pleasure “Reeapper’s" article ou 
the rail, in your issue of June 28th, which was very descriptive. I 
think, from’ information I have, the birds arc much more plenti¬ 
ful iu our marshes than In the Delaware river meadows. I can¬ 
not wish to tiro your readers more, but, if this be of Interest, I 
shall be able to give you more of our sports and pleasures in the 
future. _ Idlewild.

A Week iu tlio Woods; or, the Fish mid Fishing of 
Northern Wisconsin. 

UY WILL WILDWOOD. 

No. II,— Backwoods Camp. 

It is a pleasant ride by water from Phillips to Long Lake, down - 
the mazy windings of the Elk river, despite the shoals in various 
places, and Frank Phillips and Will Wildwood—whom the writer 
left so abruptly In the last chapter, wliile^cscriblng the scenery 
and the fishing of the. hike—found much to enjoy in the brief run 
down stream. Landing the skiff upon tlie north-western shore, 
they sought a camping ground upon the highest point of the 
ridge, whence a fine view of the opposite shore ami the dark 
green forest In the background might be had. Here a camp was 
soon erected, the heavy laden skiff relieved of Its burden, and the 
camping utensils carried up the green sloping bank to the tent, 
in which a bright lire was soon blazing, and the appetizing odor 
of old Java betokened that tlie evening meal was drawing near. 
The spot was unanimously christened Backwoods Camp, and 
amid the jests and reminiscences which were given during the 
preparations for sqpper, 

“Tbe shades of eve.come slowly down, 

The woods are wrapped In deeper brown. 

The owl awakens from her dell, 

The fox Is heard upon Ihe fell; 

Enough remains of glimmering light 
To guide the wanderers steps aright." 

The dim, uncertain twilight is succeeded by absolute darkness, 
ere the hungry sportsmen have finished their evening meal, the 
sombre darkness of the night being relieved only by a few twink¬ 
ling stars, and the silvery moon appearing at intervals through 
the clouds by which It Is veiled. The deep soughing of the piue 
branches overhead, and a certain heavlucss in the air, presaged a 
coming storm; but tbe twain slept through the night iu quiet, nor 
heeded the startling, hoarse tu-whoo! of the owl in the thicket 
close at hand. At the earliest dawn both awoke, and Frank set 
out Into the woods to investigate the cause of a suspicious rust¬ 
ling arnoug the branches of the pine tree near. A short search re¬ 
vealed the dim outlines of a large porcupine or hedge-hog, which 
fell with resounding thud at the report of the gun, shot through 
and through with several pellets of bird shot. 

The morning broke dark and lowering, and the indications of 
rain were even more conspicuous than the night before. A heavy 
fog hung over the waters, which tho little ray of sunshine that 
flashed out somewhat later did not serve to dispel, though it 
gathered in great mist wreaths along the inarlglu of the lake. 
Half Sn hour’s trolling along the opposite shore raised not a single 
fin, until just as the final turn was taken before landing, a fish 
seized the hooks, and darted with a wild rush for deep water. 
Here and there, twining and twisting in all conceivable directions 
the fish darted, yet Held in check and guided, partially, by a taut 
line, until, with a final desperate jerk, he yielded the contest, and 
allowed himself to be taken bodily into the skiff. He proved a 
six-pounder, gamey and resolute to the last, aud but for the rain 
which at this juncture began to fall In heavy drops, continuing to 
a constant downpour, it Is not Improbable that several fine fish 
might lfave been caught. As it was, the storm continued without 
abatement during the greater part of the day, leaving no choice 
but to remain in camp, tell tales, and eat around the blazing fire. 
It was undeniably a wet day under canvas, and the driving rain 
found many points in the coveriug o’er head from whence it drip¬ 
ped through, to tlie detriment and moisture of clothing and camp 
equipage. Tills defect was soon made good by sundry pieces of 
hemlock bark, stripped from the trees in huge sections and 
placed across the frame work underneath the canvas, making a 
waterproof top to the tent. 

Just before sunset tho rain ceased, the orb of day came out In 
full splendor, gilding the tree tops and bringing renewed spirits 
to the two sportsmen, who hastened to the boat and essayed fish¬ 
ing once more; but the water appeared dark and discolored by 
vegetable matter, and not a solitary bite rewarded their efforts. 
The flBh caught at morn sufficed to provide a bountiful meal, 
however, and tbe appetizing odor as he was served up hot and 
savory, was fully appreciated by the anglers, both of whom did 
full justice to the palatable meal. The delicious flavor of this 
fish, and others of kindred species were duly commented upon 
around the board—or rather the bark in this instance—and the 
great gusto with which all were served up around the camp fire, 
is still pleasantly remembered by at least one of that couple. 

The following morplng the sun rose clear and cloudless, send-, 
ing loufp rays of4i|(Bt,through the forest and soon scattering the 
vapors which bung heavily about thwshores of the lake at dawn. 
A hasty meal dispatched with an appetite such only as comes of 
free life In the open air, and both Bet out for a quiet hour’s troll¬ 
ing, ere the sun should come out hot and uncomfortable, preclud¬ 
ing alike pleasant or successful fishing. Away, with long, steady 
sweep of the oars which sends the skiff dancing over the waters 
at the right speed for trolling; but though the spoon—McIIarg’s 
best—worked finely, tbe rain of the previous day, and the conse¬ 
quent discoloration of the waters, prevented biting. The entire 
surface of the water was covered with a light green vegetable 
substance, and minute particles of tbe same nature filled the depths 
below. Fish were seen breaking water la various directions, and 


an occasional huge splash told where lay the grliu monsters of U lu 
lake, but tbe most careful trolling failed to raise a single lb. 
This being the case a cruise of perhaps an hour’s duration sulliccii 
to prove the folly of further fishing, and the skiff was headed 
toward camp, with much regret that a day so fine must bu littut-- 
aily wasted. After a short nimble among the bill pines, over 
fallen limbs, logs, etc., the tourists returned to camp, where, dar¬ 
ing the long hours of mid-day, the time was about equally ,|j. 
vided by anecdotes of Held aud llooil, cooking, eating and read¬ 
ing sundry sketches of sport and romance. Even the most dreary 
day must have an end, and this was no exception to the ruli- 
tliough it appeared of Interminable length, and during the after¬ 
noon a number of Chippewa braves who had been, like i liiov.uii.i 
of old, “Hunting red deer Iu the forest,” passed up the fake 
with their light birchen canoes laden with venison. Iu a few 
words of broken English ouo of the Indians made known his de¬ 
sire to sell deer meat, and soon departed iu the M ake of Ids fol¬ 
lowers for the lodge near the rapids of the Elk river. A half 
hour's still fishing about sunset brought in a few pike of various 
sizes, and both anglers returned to camp, somewhat out of humor 
with the water anil the fishing, though, no doubt, there existed of 
large lisb an abundance, as the frequent splashes in all por¬ 
tions of the lake amply testified. In early morning and al^ sun 
set the mouurella of the lake seemed to hold revel, and sported 
about here and there in a maimer calculated to set a devoted lover 
of the gentle craft, wild with longing. Maledictions not loud but 
deep, were breathed upon the gathered filth lu the waters, ami 
with a hope for better fortune upon the morrow, the sportsmen, 
after a final glance at the lively scene among the fishes, returned 
to the camp lire which was replenished and a hearty supper soon 
disposed of. 

That evening sitting around the genial blaze Frank averred 
that he saw a small animal prowling about iu tlie shadow, aud a 
random shot in the dark started a rabbit, which hud been the 
cause of investigation, and Will brought tlie little nocturnal visi¬ 
tant to earth by a suap shot an instant later. The ringing re¬ 
ports re-echoed loudly in the still air of evening, and proved u 
cause of annoyance to a trio of sportsmen down the stream. Tills, 
however, was unknown to either of the occupants of Backwoods 
Camp until the following morning, when after a short period of 
trolling and the return to the shore, an explanation occurred iu 
thiswise: Soon after landing the boat a canoe and light skiff 
were seen rounding the point below. Upon arriving opposite tlie 
camp both landed, the occupants of the skiff proving to be two 
sportsmen In quest of deer, ami tbe third person—as ivas evident 
by bis attire and deportment—a guide. Tlie general appearance 
of all three betokened a round of camp life, from the unshaven 
faces to tlie careless and somewhat begrimed apparel. The eldest 
of the trio, a genial sportsman of pleasant, merry features, was 
clad in complete hunter's suit of buckskin, which set off his fine 
form to advantage, and gave a sporting cut to his gcoeral style, 
The second was a gentleman of middle age, who bad accompanied 
the former more for u ramble in the woods and a little taste of 
wild life than from any sporting proclivities, and tlie third, with 
whom tlie reader shall become henceforth better acquainted, was 
known in camp and may bu introduced here as “Albert, the 
guide,” a young man of perhaps five and twenty years, athletic 
and vigorous in build, light curliug hair, and easy maimers—in a 
word a practiced ami keen woodsman, active, muscular aud clear 
headed, u valuable acquisition to the tourists. After the usual 
salutations all fell into friendly conversation, In the course of 
which he who rejoiced in tbe unusual cognomen of Smith, took oc¬ 
casion to remark: 

“Yes! we have had a very enjoyable time since we set out ten 
days ago. First left the cars at Butternut Creek, tweuly-llve 
miles above Phillips’ Station, and found some of the finest fishing 
to be liad In Wisconsin at Butternut Lake. The fish are just be¬ 
ginning to bite, and we took ill six fine fellows late iu the after¬ 
noon before leaving. Any large ones, you ask! Well no, that 
Is as fish run at Butternut, uone above thirteen pounds, but there 
are monsters in tliut lake, I assure you, and all gamey fish, 
too. But when it comes to scenery, that lake is as far ahead of 
this little water course as a forest is in comparison with a hazel 
patch. Full seven miles long, and half to three-quarters of a 
mile wide, high banks, water forty feet deep, and such maples, 
cedars and pines as are seldom seen. The view alone is well worth 
the trip, and the fishing is hard to beat. The season is rather 
early as yet, but. if you care for good sport in this line I will war¬ 
rant you will not regret the change. Merrill and I came out 
rnaluly for wilder sport, hoping to shoot a few deer, and we have 
had several fine shots, too, along down the stream by night, 
tbopgh we have failed to get a single deer. Something out of 
our line; that is, we have had but little experience iu that species 
of woodcraft, but I tell you the sport is grand." 

“Perhaps you beard that shot down stream this morning,” put 
in Merrill at this juncture. Beiug answered in the affirmative, lie 
continued: “I fired that shot at a five-prong buck, which came 
dowu the run-way a few rods from our camp at daylight. Missed 
him clean, too, at thirty yards, as I had just opened my eyes from 
sound sleep, and, I expect, was a little excited at finding this 
deer so close at hand.” 

“We were cheated out of our sport last night, too, just as we 
started for the runway near the rapids below,” remarked Smith, 
and continued with the query, “Did either of you fire those two 
shots iu close succession about nine o’clock last evening!” 

“Yes," replied Frank, “Will and myaelf each took a shot at a 
rabbit which came out upon the ridge into tlie dim circle of light, 
and—” 

“Ah, that accounts for it!” ejaculated Smith, again breaking in; 
“I told Merril here, that those reports came from the hunters’ 
camp above, but lie would have it that the Indians were uhead of 
us at tbe run-way. It was a fine spot, too, and I have no doubt 
that, with the light breeze blowing dowu, we could have ap¬ 
proached to leeward, within short distance of the deer. How¬ 
ever, as our time is very limited, we broke camp this morning, 
and must catch the southward bound train if possible.” 

“Sorry that we were tlie cause of spoiling your sport,, but ’tis 
now too late to mend, and, by the way, is there any difficulty In 
reaching Butternut Lake from the station!” 

“Nope whatever; you can go down by tlie stream with a skiff, 
or by the trail, as you prefer. The water route is somewhat far¬ 
ther, but it is, iyithal, the caslost if you have much luggage to 
carry through. Albert, here, goes back by the afternoon train, 
and can show you all the best points if you wish. He has accom¬ 
panied us through our tour, and we can recommeud him as an 
able and uetive guide.” 

*,'Thanks for tlie information,” replied Frank, and turning to 
Ills coiTTyinufon, “What say you, ^Vil^ shall we take in Butternut 
Lake, on our route, and try the fishing of that locality!” 

“Certainly 1 let us try it by all means, and if possible make 
amends for our ill-luck at Long Lake. It will be several days at 
best before the water becomes sufficiently clear for good trolling 
here, and wc shall doubtless benefit by the change.'” 

And so it was unanimously agreed by the members of 
the “Wildwood Club," as' that Irrepressible Frank would 
perelst In calling tbe little party of two—that the 
Backwoods’ camp should be deserted for the wilder, 
and, If their whilom friends spoke truly, more delightful 
fishing resort at Butternut Lake. The trio with whom they had 
held an agreeable half hour's conversation, departed up the lake, 
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anil ere long all that remained of the little lodge In the wilder¬ 
ness wufl a few bare tent polos and the smoldering embers of a 
recent camp fire. In the short Interim, however, between the 
morning and time of breaking camp, several fish wore allured 
from the dark waters, and formed a very savory meal. 

The camp equipage was snugly packed away lu the skiffs, and, 
with a final farewell to Long Lake, the boat Vrna turned up 
stream, through all the tortuous course of the Elk River, over the 
shoals to the rapids, which were passed over by vigorous use of the 
ours, and from thence out upon the calm waters of the Elk lakes, 
few minutes more and the boat was landed upon the shore 
Phillips’ Station, where Albert, the guide, wub found In waiting, 
and as the train rushed up with a shrill whistle, all took seats for 
the lakes to the northward—destined for the far-fained Butternut 
Lake. And here for the present, let us leave them en route for the 
Ashing resorts beyond, and happy in anticipation of rare sport 
among the monsters of the fresh water. Whether their hopes 
were ever realised another chapter will reveal. 




International Rifle Match. 

FIRST DAY. 

At Creedmoor range. New York, on Sept. 13th, the fourth Interna 
tional rltle contest commenced. The Americans represented by Judue 
Oildereleeve us judge won the Loss for targets from Co). Peel, represent 
log the British team. At 11 a. m. punctually the battle began with the 
Americans on the targets to windward, so that the British might have 
the smoke. This of course was u drawback to the British, and more 
so a* there was scarcely a breath of wiud stirring, which caused t he 
smoke to hang iustead of blowing off. Dakin led oil with a ceutre, whilst 
Rigby dropped it in the bull's-eye for the British. The weather was 
in every wav favorable to high scoring, and the Americans shot maguifl 
cently, as also did the British with the exception of Lieut. Fenton and 
Humphrey, the latter opening with a clean miss. 

The disadvantage of the muzzle-loader was clearly shown, first in 
the slowness of loading and firing as compared with the breech-load 
er; secondly by the fact thai Sir Henry Halford forgot to put a ball in 
on the powder atU00 yards, whereby he scored a miss; with a breech¬ 
loader tnls could never happen. This error, combined with Milner’s 
bull's-eye on the wrong target, materially lessened the English scores, 
as it uusteadied him for several shots following. Both sides shot us 
they had never shot before, as the aggregates show.
